Immediately the matter was taken to 
the supreme court of the state by At- 
torney Cooper, where three stood for a 
new trial and three against it. By 
operation of law for the first time in 
the history of the supreme court in a 
capital case the lower court was af- 
firmed, and Yeates was left only with 
the life sentence staring him in the 
face, 

Attorney Cooper claims now that 
Yeates could not have been tried again 
for murder on the same _ indictment 
after he had a hearing and was found 
guilty of manslaughter. He also bases 
much of his faith in final relief upon 
the fact that the opération of law in 
the #tate supreme court forces his client 
to remain a prisoner for life. He does 
not believe this will stand the test in 
the nation’s high tribunal. Under the 
fifteenth amendment of the constitution 
of the. United States he will fight the 
verdict of murder in a case where on 
the lone indictment the prisoner was 
once found guilty of manslaughter. Two 
very interesting points are raised, and 
the outcome in the appeal to the su- 
preme court of the United States will 
be watched with considerablé interes«.

The repair 
guarantee has just three years to run and if, as alleged, the city kas no 
better fortune in the future than in the past in obtaining satisfaction from 
the contractors, the residents of the thoroughfare can guage their fate by 
that of Peachtree street.

‘to fix the responsibility for such pavements. Once an actual start toward 
investigation was made, BUT ITS STOP WAS MOST SUDDEN AND MOST

Some- 
thing in the spirf¢ of the day seems to 
ca again for the free, red-blooded 
sweep of the man who wrote “‘The Road 
to Mandalay,” and whose forceful bru- 
tality of style is aleviated here with in- 
finitely human touches. 

Many competent eritics—Henry James 
among the number, Af memory serves us 
correctly—predicted a few years ago that 
“this young prodigy from India” was 
only a surprisingly accurate ‘reporter 
of life” and that his vogue would be 
as short as it was startling.

At least, readers can gain more profit 
from Kipling than from many of the 
more pretentious writers of today, who 
gloss over sickly salacilousness with mis- 
chievous effect.

HARROWING TALE TOLD 


BY SHIPWRECKED CREW 


Seven Men Went Eight Days on the High Sea 


in Frail 


Bark Suffering Tortures. 


New York, January $.—Seven ship- 
wrecked sailors, believed to be the only 
survivors of the crew of sixteen of the 
Norwegian bark Germanic, were brought 
here today by the oil tank steamer Hol- 
han Newton. They were picked up in 
midocean on December 17 in a terribie 
condition fro mexposure, elght days after 
their vessel had been abandoned. An- 
other boat, which contained eight men, 
has not been found. Thé captain of the 
bark, who remained on board until all 
the men found places in the small boats, 
went down with his ship. 

The seven men who were resoueg tel! 
a story of fearful suffering before they 
were picked up by the Newton. Obliged 
to leave their sinking ship in the midst 
of a storm which had twisted and open- 
ed the seams of the big bark, their little 
boat was tossed helplessly about by the 
waves. The secant store of provisions 
which they had succeeded in getting to- 
gether was in constant danger of being 
ruined by the salt water which poured 
into the boat, and their cask of drinking 
water became tainted. 

For many days they had nothing to 
Grink but rain water, which they caught 
in tarpaulins. The supply of food al- 
lowed each man was held down to the 
lowest possible even from the first, but 
even then it became exhausted after 
seven days, ang the men had been en- 
tirely without food for more than twen- 
ty-four hours when they were picked 
up by the steamer. 

Were in Terrible Condition. 


They were in a terrible condition when 
taken on board the Newton. Their bodies 


were covered with sores from the con- 
stant contact of salt spray, which ha 
swept over their little boat, and they 
were so weak from exhaustion and lack 
of nourishment they were scarcely able 
to stand. It was several hours after 
they hail been taken on boang before any 
of the men ‘were able to tell the story 
of their plight. 

From their story it appears that the Ger. 
manic had bad luck from November 23, 
when she sailed from Weymouth, Nova 
Scotia, fos Fleetwood, England, until she 
went doun in midocean on December 
9. The bark ra ninto a gale soon after 
leaving Weymouth and the wind in- 
creased until {t was blowing with hurrtri- 
cane force. The Germanic sprung a leak 
her decks were, burst open, the cabins 
washed away ang she became completely 
waterlogged. When it was seen that 
she could not long remain afloat the 
order to take to the two small boats 
was given. 
ever, as there was scarcely time to stock 
the boats with food and water, and for 
the men to clamber in. In One of the 
boats were eight men and-in the other 
seven, the captain remaining on board 
until all the man had found places in 
the boats. Just as he was about to step 
aboard the bark gave a lurch and went 
agown, carrying her captain with her. | 


His body was picked up later by the! 


boat's crew which was rescued by the 
Newton. The two boats kept within 
sight of each other for several hours 
after leaving the. bark, but during the 
first night they be~ame s-varated. The 
fate of the second boat, which contained 
eight members of the crew, is not 
known.
